On September 7, 2002, Deputies Kamal Ahmad and EE sponded to a large fight call 
at a nightclub on the Universal City Walk. The deputies attempted to arrest suspect John Jackson. 
Deputy Ahmad placed one handcuff on suspect Jackson before suspect Jackson struggled and pulled 
away. Suspect Jackson threatened both the deputies and other patrons on the City Walk with the 
unsecured handcuff. Both deputies sprayed suspect Jackson with Oleoresin Capsicum (OC) spray 
in an attempt to take him into custody. When this failed, Deputy Ahmad struck suspect Jackson in 
the shin and right arm several times with his baton. Suspect Jackson eventually surrendered and 
was taken into custody. Suspect Jackson suffered a broken right wrist. 


On February 13, 2003, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee 
were: 3-01/025.00, Use of Force; and 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force. Concerning: 


3-01/025.00, Use of Force; and 3-01/025.10, Unreasonable Force, the Committee determined that 
the force used by Deputies Ahmad and HB EN was reasonable and necessary and in 
compliance with Department policy.
